56.2    Terns  defined.    For  the  purpose  of  this  part,  unless  the 
context  othcrv/ise  requires,  the  follov'int";  terns  shall  "bo  construed,  re- 
spectively, to  ncan: 

(a)    The  Act.    The  following;  provisions  of  rn  Act  of  Conr^ess 
entitled  "An  Act  nolcinf^  appropriations  for  the  Departncnt  of  Ar-ri culture 
for  the  fiscal  yea.r  cndinf'^  June  30,  1938",  approved    June  29,  1937 
(50  Stat.  425;  7  U.S.C.,  Sup.,  4-14):     "For  cnahlinf-  the  Secretary  of 
Af;ri culture,  independently  and  in  cooperation  with  other  hranches  of  the 
Governnent,  State  af,-eneies,  purchasin,-:;  and  constuiinrc  orf^-^'ani zations, 
"boards  of  trade,  chan''oers  of  coni.icrce,  or  other  associations  of  business 
nen  or  tro.dc  organizations,  rnd  persons  or  corporations  oncAf;e(\  in  the 
production,  transx^ortation,  narketin^^  and  distrihution  of  farn  and  food 
products,  v;hethcr  operatin,';  in  one  or  nore  jurisdictions,  to  investif'-'jate 
ojid  certify  to  shippers  rnd  other  interested  parties  the  class,  quality, 
and  condition  of  cotton,  tohacco,  fruits  and  vcsvetahlos,  whether  rav;, 
dried  or  canned,  poultry,  "butter,  hay,  and  other  perisha'^lc  farn  products, 
when  offered  for  intersta.te  shipment  or  v/hen  received  at  such  important 
central  narlcets  as  the  Secretary  of  A/;riculturo  nay  fron  tine  to  tine 
dcsif^;nate,  or  at  points  which  may  he  conveniently  reached  therefrom,  under 
such  rules  and  re-"u.la.tions  as  he  nay  prescri"':e,  including'  payment  of  such 
fees  a.s  will  he  reasonal:le  and  as  nearly  r,s  r:ay  he  to  cover,  the  cost  of 
the  service  rendered:  Provided,  That  certificates  issued  "by  the  authorized 
af':;ents  of  the  Departncnt  shall  he  received  in  all  courts  of  the  United 
States  as  prina  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statenents  therein 
contained." 

("b)     Secretary.     Secret,ary  or  Actinf':;  Secretary  of  Ar^riculture  of 
the  United  States. 

(c)  Service.      A.-ricultural  Marketinr  Service  of  the  United  States 
Departncnt  of  A.'-ri culture. 

(d)  Person.     Individual,  associr.tion,  partnership,  or  corporation. 

(e)  Inspector.    Enployee  of  the  Department  of  A^-^;ri culture  or 
other  person  -^Aithorized  "by  the  Secretary  to  investigate  and  certify  to 
shippers  and  other  interested  parties  the  external  condition,  and  con- 
dition and  v;holesomcness  of  products  under  the  Act.    Inspections  for 
"condition  and  v/holesoncness"  involvinf-;  eviscer-tion,   shall  "be  nade  "oy 
an  inspector  who  is  a  qualified  veterinarian. 
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(f)  Products.    Dressed  poultry,  dressed  domestic  retoits,  and 
carcasses,  byproducts,   and  food  products  thereof. 

(g)  Dressed  poultry.    Doncstic  poultry  slaurr^hfeered  for  hunan 
food  v/ith  heads,  feet,  and  viscera  intact,  and  the  feathers  rcr.ioved  in 
accordance  with  comcrcial  practice. 

(h)  Poultry  cprcass.    All  editle  parts  of  dressed  poultry 
exclusive  of  "byproducts*  : 

(i)  Poultry  "loyproducts.    All  edil3le  viscera^  and  parts  of  d  r  e  s  s  e  d 
poultry  other  than  poultry  meat. 

(j)     Poultry  food  products.    Any  -.rticlcs  of  .food  or  any  articles 
v/hich  enter  into  the  composition  of  food  which  are  not  prepared  poultry 
carcasses  or  poultry  "byproducts  tut  v;hich  are  derived  or  prepared  in 
v/hole  or  in  part  'Dy  a  process  of  nrnufacture  from  any  edi"bl-e  portion 
of  dressed  poultry,  if  such  manufactured  portion  is  all  or  a  considcr- 
a.hle  and  definite  portion  of  the  article. 

(k)     Dressed  domestic  ra'b"bits.    Doncstic  rr."hbits  slau/yhtered 
for  hw.ian  food  with  heads,  feet,  and  viscera  intact.. 

(l)     Dcnestic  r^bhit  carc:vss.    All  edi"ble  parts  of  dressed  domes- 
tic ra'obits  exclusive  of  iDyproducts. 

(m)     Domestic  ra"bbit  "bj^roducts.    All  editle  viscera  and  parts 
of  dressed  domestic  ra,"b"bits  other  than  ra"bhit  meat. 

(n)     Domestic  ral3"bit  food  products.    Any  articles  of  food  or  any 
articles  which  enter  into  the  composition  of  food  which  are  not  prepared 
domestic  rahbit  carcasses  or  domestic  ra.'b"bit  byproducts,  but  v;hich  are 
derived  or  prepared  in  v/hole  or  in  part  by  a  process  of  manuf r.cture  from 
any  edible  portion  of  dressed  dor.estic  rabbit,  if  such  manuf pictured, 
portion  is  all  or  a  considerable  and  definite  portion  of  the  article. 

(o)     Office  on  inspection.    The  office  of  an  inspector  of  products 
covered  l:;y  the  ref.U-lations  in  this  jjart. 

(p)     Inspection  certificate.        Certificate  of  the  external  condi- 
tion or  of  the  condition  and  wholesomencss  of  products  issued  by  an 
inspector  under  the  Act, 

( q)     Rerrala.tions.    Rules  and  rcfjulations  of  the  Secretary  under  the 

Act . 

(r)    Approved  prem.ises.    Any  plant  at  which  inspection  is  carried 
on  refTularly  under  the  regulations  in  this  part. 


(s)     "Inspected  for  external  condition."     That  the  dressed  poultry 
cind  dressed  domestic  rablDits  hav©  "been  exr.r.iined  in  an  uncvisceratod  state 
to  deternine  their  condition  and  that  only  external  evidences  of  condition 
hf.ve  "been  given  consideration. 

(t)     "Inspected  for  condition  and  v/holesoneness."     That  the  dressed 
poultry  and  dressed  doncstic  ralD::its  and  oditle  products  thereof  have  heen 
exauined  to  deternine  their  soundness,  wholesoineness,  pnd  freedon  fron 
disease  and  that  the  poultry  '-w"'.  donestic  raolDits  have  loeen  eviscerated  and 
both  external  and  internal  evidences  of  condition  and  wholesomeness  have 
"been  given  consideration,  or  that  drawn  poultry  and  dravm  donestic  rathits 
and  edilDle  products  thereof  previously  inspected  and  certified  for  condi- 
tion and  wholcsoneness  at  the  tine  of'  evisceration,  and  vriiich  have  not 
lost  their  identity  as  inspected  and  certified  poultry  or  donestic  ralD- 
"bits,  have  been  exaninod  to  deternine  their  soundness  and  wholesonenoss. 

(u.)     "Inspected  and  certified  "by  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
United  States  Dcprrtnent  of  Agriculture."     That  the  products  have  "ocen 
inspected  for  condition  and  wholosoncncss  and  certified  under  the  regula- 
tions in  this  part  and  that  at  the  tine  they  vrcre  inspected  and  certi- 
fied they  vfere  found  to  to  sovjid,  whclesonc,  and  fit  for  hunpn  food, 

(v)     "Inspected  rnd  rejected  Ijy  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
United  States  Departnent  of  Agriculture."     That  the  products  so  indicated 
are  xmso-und,  unhe-:  Ithful ,  unwholcsoi.ie,  or  otherviisc  unfit  for  hunan 
food. 

(v/)     "Held  for  further  ex.-^nination  hy  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service,  United  States  Departnent  of  AgriculturOa"     That  the  product 
so  indicated  are  held  for  further  exanination  by  en  inspector  to 
deternine  their  disposal. 

(x)     Inspection  mark.    A  merk  or  statement  authorized  "by  the 
regulation  in  this  part  for  use  in  connection  with  products,  or  on  the 
container  of  such  indicating  that  the  articles  have  "been  "inspected 
gnd.  certified." 

(y)     Immediate  container,    A  unit  can,  pot,   tin,  or  other  recep- 
tacle or  covering  in  v/hich  any  ediole  portion  of  dressed  poultry  or 
dressed  domestic  rahbit  is  customarily  delivered  to  consumers. 

(z)  Shipping  container.  The  "box,  hag,  "barrel,  crate,  or  other 
receptacle  or  covering  inclosing  any  edihle  portion  of  dressed  poultry 
and  dressed  domestic  rahhits,  packed  in  two  or  more  immediate  containers. 
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■  •  ADMINISTRATION 

56.3  Chief  of  Service.     The  Chief  of  Service  is  chc.rgcd  with 
the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  rnd  the  regulations 
in  this  part. 

Where  Service  is  Offered 

56.4  Iiispoction;  where  made.  Products  may  he  inspected  wherever 
an  inspector  is  avrilehlc  and  facilities  and  conditions  are  satisfactory 
for  the  conduct  of  the'  work. 

Inspection  Service 

56.5  Kind  of  service.     Inspection  of  products  may  he  made  for 
external  condition,  and  for  condition  and  v/holesomencss. 

56.6  Who  may  ohtain  service.    An  application  for  inspection 
may  he  made  hy  any  financially  interested  person  or  his  authorized 
agent,  including  federal,  State,   county,  and  municipal  governments  and 
common  carriers. 

56.7  How  to  make  application.    Application  for  inspection  may 
he  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection  or  with  any  authorized  inspector 

at  or  nearest  the  place  where  the  inspection  is  desired.     If  made  orally, 
the  inspector  nay  require  that  the  application  he  confirmed  in  writing. 
When  the  inspection  involves  evisceration  of  drawn  poultry  o.nd  drawn 
domestic  rahhits  rjid  edihle  products  thereof,  application  in  writing 
must  he  filed  with  the  Chief  of  Service. 

55.8  Form,  of  application.    Each  applicrtion  for  inspection  of 
products  under  regulations  when  required  to  he  in  writing,  should 
include  such  information  in  regard  to  the  article  and  to  the  premises 
where  they  are  to  he  inspected  as  the  inspector  or  the  Service  may 
require. 

56.9  When  application  may  "be  rejected.    Any  application  may 
he  rejected  hy  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  office  or  inspection 

in  v;hich  it  is  filed  for  any  noncompliance  v/ith  the  Act  .or  any  regula- 
tion thereunder  and  the  cpplicant  shnll  he  immediately  notified  of 
the  reasons  for  such  rejection. 

55.10  When  api^lication  may  he  withdrawn.    An  application  may 
he  v/ithdrawn  at  any  time  hefore  the  service  is  perform.ed  upon  payment 
of  any  expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith. 

56.11  Authority  of  agent.    Proof  of  the  authority  of  any 
person  applying  for  inspection  on  hehalf  of  another  may  he  required 
in  the  discretion  of  the  inspector. 
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56.12  G-ro.nting  of  apj_)licrtinn.    ApplicLition  for  inspection 
involving  evisceration  or  for  inspection  of  drawn  poultry  and  drawn 
dor.vcstic  ratliits  rsid.  cdilDlc  products  thereof  which  have  l3ecn  previou.s- 
ly  inspected  and  certified  shall  he  granted  only  v/hcn  the  facilities 
availrhle  and  the  methods  onployed  are  s\iitaole  cml  adequate,  as 
detcrninod  "by  the  inspector  or  the  Chief  of  Service. 

56.13  Accessi"bility  of  product.    The  applicant  shall  cause 
the  product  for  \i^hich  inspection  is  requested  to  "be  made  accessihle 
for  inspection  and  to  he  so  lolaccd  as  to  disclose  frilly  its  condition. 

55.14  Basis  of  inspection.     Inspection  of  products  shr,ll  he 
made  under  such  conditions  and  in  accordance  with  such  riethods  as  nay' 
"be  prescri"bed  or  approved  hy  the  Service. 

56.15  Financial  interest  of  inspector.    Ho  inspector  shall 
inspect  any  product  in  which  he  is  directly  or  indirectly  financially 
interested. 

56.16  Uninspected  drawn  vovltvy  or  donostic  rah"'oits  nay  not 
"be  handled.    When  a  plant  has  "been  granted  service  in  the  inspection 
of  product  for  condition  and  wholosoneness,  no  uninspected  poultry 

or  donestic  rah^ioits  shall  "be  drawn  in  the  plant.  Connercially  dressed, 
undrawn  poultry  uay,  however,  he  hajidled  in  such  a  plant. 

56.17  Sanitary  requirements.    Inspection  of  product  for  condi- 
tion and  wholesonencss  sha,ll  "oe  nade  only  on  prcnises  which  naintain 
such  sanito.ry  conditions  as  the  Service  nay  require. 

56.18  Report  of  violations.    Inspectors  flhalT  report  to  the 
Service  all  violations  and  noncompliances  under  the  regulations  in 
this  part  of  v;hich  they  have  knowledge. 

56.19  Plant  shall  report  tine  of  operation.    The  inspector  or 
other  authorized  agent  of  the  Service  sh-11  he  inforned  when  work  in 
the  Department  of  any  aioproved  prenises  where  products  are  inspected 
or  handled,  has  "been  concluded  for  the  day  and  a  reasonahle  time  in 
advance  of  the  day  and  hour  vdien  such  work  will  he  resu.ied, 

56.20  Meat  Inspection  reg^alations  applicahlc.    All  provisions 
of  the  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
governing  the  neat  inspection  of  the  Departnent  (no  BAI  rep:;ulations 
regarding  poulti-y)  relating  to  post-norton  inspection  which  are 
applicahle  to  poultry  or  to  domestic  rahhits  shall  he  enforced  in 
connection  with  the  inspection  of  dressed  poultry  and  dressed  domes- 
tic rahhits  rnd  edihle  products  thereof  for  condition  and  wholosone- 
ness. 


56.21  Evisceration.    Where  inspections  involve  evisceration, 
each  carcass,  after  "being  thorou2:hly  tha.v;ed,  if  frozen,  shall  "be 
opened  in  such  a  wny  as  to  expose  the  orfjans  and  the  "body  cavities 
in  order  to  allow  prosper  exanination  of  each  part  loy  the  inspector. 
When  inspection  involving;  evisceration  and  exanination  for  soundness, 
wholesomcncss,  and  frcodon  from  disease  is  nadc,  each  carcass  v/ith 
head,  feet,  and  all  viscera  intact  shall  Too  examined  ty  the  inspector: 
Provided,  however,  That  if  the  feet  and  shanks  of  poultry  arc  not  to  "be 
used  in  the  preparation  of  any  edil)le  product  they  nay  'oe  removed  at  or 
"loelow  the  hock  joint  prior  to  inspection. 

56.22  Carcasses  held  for  further  examination.    E,:\ch  carcass, 
including  all  parts  and  organs  thereof,  in  which  any  lesion  or  disco-se 
or  other  condition  is  found  which  night  render  the  poultry  or  domestic 
rah"bit  neat  or  any  organ  unfit  for  food,  rnd  on  wiiich  final  decision 
crnnot  "be  made  on  first  exanin.ation,   shall  "be  held  for  further  exa.mina- 
tion  "by  the  ins"pector.    The  identity  of  every  such  carcass,  part,  or 
organ  thereof  shrll  ue  maintained  until  its  final  ex^.ninr.tion  has  heen 
completed  and  it  is  either  "inspected  and  certified"  or  "inspected 

and  rejected," 

56«23  Identification  la"bcls«  Such  lahcls,  devices,  and  methods 
as  may  "be  approved  "loy  the  Service  may  "be  used  for  the  identification  of 
carcasses,  parts,  or  organs  held  for  further  exanination. 

56.24  Unsound  crrcasscs;  disposition.    Each  carcass,  including 
all  parts  and  organs  thereof,  v/hich  is  found  to  "be  unsound,  unwhole- 
some, or  otherwise  unfit  for  huinrn  food  shall  oe  destroyed  for  hunan 
food  and  shall  receive  such  treatment  as  will  preclude  di ssenination 
of  disease  through  consur.rotion  "^oy  other  animals  under  the  supervision 
of  the  inspector  or  otlier  authorized  agent  of  the  Service. 

55.25  Sound  corcasses;  disposition.     Carcasses  and  all  parts 
and  organs  thereof  found  to  "be  sound,  healthful,  wholesone,  and  fit 
for  hu:.ian  food  shall  ""oe  certified  as  provided  in  tlie  recalations  in 
this  part, 

56.26  Certificates;  forn.    The  inspection  certificotc  sliall  'oc 
issued  on  ferns  approved  hy  the  Chief  of  the  Service,     It  shall  show  the 
class  or  classes  of  poultry  or  domestic  ra"bl:its,  the  qurjitity  of  each, 
and  all  pertinent  information  concerning  the  condition  and  v/holesone- 
ness  of  each  separate  lot  exanined.    The  certificate  shall  also  plainly 
show  vrhether  (a)  the  inspection  v;as  for  external  condition  v;ithout 
evisceration,  or  ("ij)  v/hether  it  v;as  for  condition  n,nd  v/holesomeness 

and  involved  evisceration,  or  (c)  whether  it  vies  for  condition  and 
wholcsomeness  suId sequent  to  evi scer-.tion,  and  (d)  such  other  informr- 
tion  as  may  "be  required  by  the  Sorvioe, 


56.27  Certificates;  issuance*  The  inspector  shr.ll  issue  a  sepa- 
rate cortiiicate  for  each  lot  of  products  inspected  "by  hin,  except  that 
certificates  need  not  1:e  issued  covering  drawn  poultry  or  drawn  donestic 
ralDJits  and  odilDle  products  thereof  v/hich  have  "been  iDreviously  inspected 
and  certified  and  the  identity  of  which  has  not  "been  lost,  iDut  such  re- 
ports covering'  their  inspection  shall  I'o  rendered  as  nay  he  required  hy 
the  Service. 

56.28  Certificates;  disposition.     One  orir;inal  inspection  certifi- 
cate, and  not  to  exceed  two  copies  if  requested,  shnll  inj.iediately  upon 
issu.-^nce  he  delivered  or  nailed  to  the  applicant  or  x^erson  desij'^nated  "by 
hin.    One  copy  shall  he  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection,  and  one  copy 
forwarded  to  the  Service.    They  shall  he  kept  on  file  until  other  dis- 
posal is  ordered  hy  the  Service. 

56.29  Reports  of  work.    Heports  of  the  vrark  of  inspection  car- 
ried on  within  approved  prerdses  shall  he  forwarded  to  the  Service  hy 
the  inspector  on  such  hlanks  and  in  such  nanncr  as  nay  he  specified  hy 
the  Service. 

56.30  Infornation  to  he  furnished  to  inspector.    V/lien  inspec- 
tions are  nade  v;ithin  ap  .roved  pronises  the  inspectors  and  other  author- 
ized agents  of  the  Service  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  this  work  shall 

he  furnished  with  accurate  infornation  as  to  all  .natters  needed  hy  then 
for  naking  their  reports. 

56.31  Marking  of  containers  for  export.    Each  outside  container 
of  any  inspected  and  certified  products  for  export  shall  he  plainly 
marked  in  such  a  way  as  to  properly  identify  it. 

55.32  Export  certificates;  form.    Export  certificates  may  he  in 
the  form  required  hy  each  particular  comitry  and  approved  hy  the  Chief 

of  Service,  and  shall  he  signed  hy  the  inspector  v/ho  inspected  the  products 
or  hy  the  supervising  inspector  and  hy  any  authorized  agent  of  the  Service 
who  supervised  the  canning  or  other  preporation  of  the  inspected  articles 
and  the  laheling  of  the  containers.    Export  certificates  shall  he  issued 
in  serial  n-onhers  and  in  q^uadrui>licate,  v;ith  memorandum  copy  for  filing. 
Each  certificate  shall  show  the  najnes  of  the  exporter  and  the  consigneee, 
the  destination,  the  numbers  of  the  stamps,  if  any,  attached  to  the  ar- 
ticles to  he  exported,  the  shipping  marks,  the  kind  of  product,  and  the 
v/cight . 

56.33  Export  certificates;  issuance.     On  applic.-^tion  of  the  ex- 
porter the  inspector  is  authorized  to  issue  export  certificates  for 
shipments  of  inspected  and  certified  products  to  any  foreign  country; 
Provided,  however.  That  v/here  products  have  heen  previously  inspected 
and  certified  hy  the  Service  and  properly  mo.rked  as  such  and  have  later 
"been  moved  to  some  other-  location  than  the  point  v/here  they  were  so 
inspected,  certified,  and  prepared,  an    export  certificate  covering 
such  products  nay  he  issued  on  application  of  the  person  in  whose 
possession  they  are  at  that  time  after  suitahle  examination  has  hccn 
made  hy  an  inspector  or  authorized  agent  of  the  Service  v.^ho  may  sign 
stich  export  certificate. 
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56^34    Export  certificate;  disposition.    The  original  export  cer- 
tificate shall  "be  dGlivefed  to  the  shipper  and  shall  "be  used  only  for 
the  purpose  -of  affecting  the  transportation  and  delivery  of  the  consign- 
ment.   The  duplicate  of  t'hc  export  certificate  shall  he  delivered  to  the 
shipper  and  hy  him  delivered  to  the  agent  of  the  railroad  or  other 
carrier  which  transports  the  consignment  from  th.e  United  States.  The 
triplicate  of  the  export  certificate  shall  be  retained  "by  the  inspector 
issuing  the  same  snd  bo  forwarded  to  the  Service  for  filing,  and  the 
quadrtiplicate  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection.    The  nemorandun  copy 
shall  he  delivered  to  the  shipper  for  filing. 

56.35  Advance  information.    Upon  request  of  an  applicrnt,  all 
or  any  part  of  the  contents  of  an  inspection  certificate  issued  on  a 
lot  of  products  nay  "be  telephoned  or  telegraphed  to  hir.  at  his  expense. 

Appeal  Inspection 

56.36  When  appeal  nay  he  taken.    An  application  for  appeal 
inspection  nay  he  made  whenever  any  financially  interested  party  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  deternina,tion  stated  in  the  original  certif ica.te, 
provided  the  ai^i^ilication  is  made  vrithin  the  scr.e  "business  day  and 
before  the  identity  of  the  original  lot  of  products  inspected  has  been 
lost. 

56.37  Appeal  inspection;  how  to  obtain.    Applicr.tion  for  appeal 
inspection  may  be  made  in  vfriting,  orally,  by  telephone,   telegraph,  or 
otherwise.     If  made  ora.lly  the  person  receiving  the  application  may 
reqxiire  that  it  be  confirmed  in  vrriting.     Such  application  shall  give 
the  reasons  therefor,  and  the  inspection  certificate  previously  issued 
on  the  lot,  if  a  certificate  ha,s  been  issued,   shall  be  returned  to  the 
person  mr;Jcing  the  appeal  inspection  if  it  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
applicant. 

56.38  Record  of  filing  time.    A  record  shov/ing  the  date  and 
tii-ie  of  filing  such  application  shall  be  made  by  the  inspector. 

56.39  When  appeal  may  be  refused.     If  it  shall  appear  that  the 
reasons  strted  in  the  application  for  ap:_-eal  inspection  are  frivolous 
Ot  imsubstantial,  or  that  the  qur-'lity  or  condition  cf  the  products  has 
undergone  a  material  change  since  the  original  inspection  or  tha,t  the 
products  cannot  be  made  accessible  for  thorough  inspection,   or  that 
the  identity  has  been  lost,   or  the  rer^lations  in  this  part  have  not 
been  cor.plicd  with,  the  application  may  be  rejected. 

56.40  V/hen  a.ppcal  may  be  v/ithdravm.    An  rpplicaticn  for  ap- 
peal inspection  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  a.pplicrjit  at  any  time  before 
the  appeal  inspection  is  made,  upon  payment  of  any  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  therewith. 
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56.41  Order  in  which  made.    Appeal  inspections  shall  he  performed, 
as  far  as  practicable,  at  time  requested    hy  applicant  and  in  the  order 
in  which  ar)plications  are  received,    '^he.y  shall  take  precedence  over  all 
other  pending  applications. 

56.42  Who  shall  pass  uxjon  apijeals.    Applications  for  apioeal 
inspection  shall  he  passed  upon  "by  persons  designated  for  the  purpose  hy 
the  Chief  of  Service.    Appeal  inspection  shall  he  made  hy  the  inspectors 
especially  designated  therefor  hy  the  supervising  inspector  and  such 
inspection  shall  he  conducted  jointly  hy  two  inspectors  when  practicp.hle. 
No  appeal  inspector  shall  pass  upon  an  appeal  involving  the  correctness 
of  a  certificate  issued  hy  him  \uiloss  he  is  so  authorized  hy  the  Chief 

of  Service  or  hy  persons  designated  for  the  purpose  hy  the  Chief  of 
Service. 

56.43  AiDporl  findings.    After  an  a^TOcal  inspection  has  hcen  made 
a  certificate  designated  as  "Appeal  Inspection  Cortif ic^.to"   shall  he 
signed  and  issued  referring  specifically  to  the  original  certificate  and 
stating  the  condition  of  the  product,  as  shov/n  hy  the  appc-al  inspection. 
In  all  other  respects  the  provisions  of  p.aragrrphs  56.5-56.35  shall  ap- 
ply to  such  appeal  inspection  certificate  except  that  if  the  api^licant 
for  appeal  inspection  he  not  the  original  ajjplicant  a  copy  of  the  appeal 
inspection  certificate  shall  oc  mailed  to  the  original  applicant. 

56.44  Extension  of  tine.     vJpon  sati  sfactory  showing  of  evidence 
of  fraud,  or  that  on  account  of  distance  the  time  of  filing  an  applica- 
tion for  appeal  inspection  is  insufficient,  or  other  good  cause,  the 
person  to  whom  the  application  for  appeal  inspection  is  m.ade  may  permit 
the  filing  of  such  application  after  the  time  prescribed  therefor  in 
the  regulations  in  this  part,  and  a  statement  of  such  action  shall  be 
included  in  the  record  of  such  appeal  inspection  by  the  official  malting 
the  saJT.e. 

56.45  Superseded  certificates.    ¥hon  an  inspection  certificate 
shall  have  been  superseded  under  the  regulations  in  this  part  by  an 
appeal  inspection  ccri;if icate,  r.uch  inspection  certificates  shall  be- 
come null  and  void,  and. shall  net  thereafter  represent  the  condition 
and  wholesomeness  of  the  products  described  therein.     If  the  original 
and  all  copies  of  the  superseded  cortif ica.tes  are  not  delivered  to  the 
person  with  \'/hom  the  application  for  appeal  inspection  is  filed,  tho 
officer  issuing  the  appeal  inspection  certificate  shall  forv/ard  notice 
of  such  issuance  and  of  the  cancelation  of  the  original  certificate  to 
such  persons  as  he  considers  necessary  to  prevent  fraudxilent  use  of  the 
canceled  certificate. 
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Marking,  Branding,  and  Identifying  Products 

56.45    Inspection  mark  -  (a)  Wording.     The  inspection  mark  per- 
mitted to  'be  used  on  products  inspected  for  condition  and  wholesomo- 
ness  under  this  part  shall  "be  "inspected  and  certified  "by  the  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agrictilturc."  The 
Service  may  approve  and  authorize  the  use  of  ahhreviations  of  the 
inspection  mark  under  the  rcg^alations  in  this  part.     Such  ahhr evictions 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  the  mark  for  v;hich  they  are  so 
aut]-\orized  to  he  used. 

(h)    Affixing;   supervision,    llo  person  shall  affix  or  place  or 
cause  to  he  ^iffixcd  or  placed  the  inspection  mark  or  any  ahhreviation, 
copy,  or  representation  thereof  to  any  products  except  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  or  other  authorized  agent  of  the  Service. 

(c)  billing  of  container,,    llo  person  shrll  fill  or  cause  to  he 
filled,  in  vmole  or  in  p.art,  with  any  pror'oicts  any  container  hearing 
or  intended  to  hear  the  inspection  nark  or  any  ahoreviation,   copy,  or 
representation  thereof  except  'ijjider  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  or 
other  authorized  agent  of  the  Service. 

(d)  Affixi  ng  inspection  mark  to  container.    Ho  person  shall 
affix  or  x:)lace  or  cause  to  ho  affixed  or  placed  the  inspection  nark 

or  any  ahhreviati on,   cnjjy  of  representation  thereof  to  or  on  a  contain- 
er of  any  products  except  under  the  supervision  of  ^Ji  inspector  or 
other  authorized  agent  nf  the  Service. 

(c)     Inspection  m.ark  for  dog  food,  etc.    ITo  person  shall  affix 
or  iDlace,  or  cause  to  he  affixed  or  placed,  the  inspection  nark,  or 
any  ahhreviation,  copy,  or  representation  thereof,  or  the  nunhcr  desig- 
nating a  plant  where  federal  poultry  or  domestic  rahhit  inspection  is 
maintained,  or  a  statement  that  any  ingredient  has  heen  inspected  pjid 
certified  at  a  plrnt  v;here  federal  poultry  or  domestic  rahhit  inspec- 
tion is  maintained  to  or  on  any  can,  pot,  tin,  or  other  receptacle 
constituting  an  imjacdiatc  container  within  the  meaning  of  these  regula- 
tions, of  any  dog  food,  cat  food,  fox  food,  or  any  similar  product 
prepared  in  whole  or  in  part  of  poultry  or  dom.estic  rahhit  moat  or 
hyp.roduct  thereof:     Provided,  That  dog  food,  cat  food,  fox  food,  cr 
any  similar  product  prepared  in  a  plr.nt  where  federal  poultry  or 
domestic  rahhit  inspection  is  maintained  and  prepared  in  whole  or 
in  part  of  poultry  or  domestic  rahhit  meat  or  hyproduct  thereof,  and 
placed  in  a  can,  pot,  tin,  cr  other  receptacle,  nay  hear  a  statement 
in  the  follov/ing  form: 

"  The  poultry  meat,  domestic  rahhit  r.eat,  poultry  hyproduct  or 
domestic  rahhit  hypjroduct  ingredient  of  this  article  has  hecn 
cxrmincd  rmd  passed  ui^der  the  supervision  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service.  This  article  has  heen  preijared  in  a 
plo.nt  operating  under  the  X30ultry  or  domestic  rahhit  inspec- 
tion service  of  the  Agricultur:\l  Marketing  Service.  " 


When  any  clog  food,  cat  foocT,  fox  food,  or  any  sinilar  product 
is  prepared  in  a  jjart  of  an  approved  precises  the  sanitation  -of  that 
part  of  the  rpproved  prcnises  shall  "Idc  'supervised  "by  inspcctdrs  or 
other  authorized  agents  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  on  the 
sane  "basis  as  other  parts  of  the  approved  jpreoises.. 

56,47    Trade  labels  -  (a)  Attaching  to  container.    When  any 
inspected  and  certified  products  are  placed  or  packed  within  approved 
prenises  in  any  can,  pot,  tin,  or  other  receptacle  constituting  an 
inncdiate  container  within  the  meaning  of  the  re(;;alations  in  this  part 
which  is  to  Ijcar  the  inspection  nark  there  shall  Toe  attached  to  such 
container  a  tro.dc  lahel,  as  hereinafter  descrihed,  which  shall  he  dis- 
tinctive fron  trade  lahels  used  on  the  sane  or  sinilar  i:)roducts  pre- 
pared fron  noninspcctcd  poultrj^  or  donestic  rahhits:  Provided,  hovievor, 
That  inspected  and  certified  products  nay  he  placed  or  iDackcd  in  inne- 
diate  containers  which  do  not  and  are  not  to  hoar  trade  lahels  on  which 
the  inspection  nark  appears,  hut  they  shall  not  he  roiDresentod,  adver- 
tised, or  laheled,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  as  products  which 
have  hecn  inspected  and  certified  under  the  re{;u.lations  in  this  part, 

(h)    Pilling  of  laheled  container,  container  which  hears 

or  is  to  hear  a  trade  lahel  on  v:hich  the  inspection  nark  appears  shall 
he  filled  in  whole  or  in  part  V'rith  any  products  which  have  not  he  en 
inspected  and  certified  in  conpliance  v/ith  the  rognilations  in  this  part 
and  which  are  not  sound,  wholesone,  and  fit  for  human  food  and  strictly 
in  accordrjicc  with  the  statcncnts  on  the  lahcl,    ilo  such  container  shall 
he  filled  in  whole  or  in  part  pJid  no  trade  lahcl  shall  he  affixed  except 
under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  or  other  authorized  agent  of  the 
Service. 

(c)  V/ording  on  lahels.    Trade  lahels  ap;'roved  hy  the  Service 
shall  hear  the  true  nanc  of  the  article  in  the  container  and  shall 
hear  in  proninent  letters  and  figures  of  uniforn  size  the  phrase, 
"Inspected  and  Certified  hy  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,"  and  also  the  nanher,  if  any,  of  the  ap- 
proved prenises  within  which  the  products  were  inspected  v;hen  the 
approved  trade  lahel  docs  not  hear  the  nanc  of  the  firn  packing  the 
product  and  identify  the  plant  in  vrhich  the  product  was  packed: 
Provided,  hov/ever.  That  the  plant  nunhcr  of  the  approved  prcnises 
nay  he  cnhossed  on  the  irrxdiatc  container  instead  of  heing  lorinted 
on  the  trade  lahcl,  if  the  enhossing  is  approved  hy  the  Service, 

(d)  Approval  of  lahels.  Ho  trade  lahel  hearing  the  inspection 
nark  shall  he  printed  for  use  ^juitil  printer's  final  proof  has  hcen  ap- 
proved hy  the  Sor-zice, 


(e)  Formulae  required.    Printer's  proof  of  all  trade  laloels 
"bearing  the  inspection  mark  which  are  sulDmitted  for  approval  shall, 
vfhen  the  Service  requires,  "be  accompanied  'by  a  statement  showing 
the  kinds  and  percentages  of  the  ingredients  of  the  product  in  any 
container  on  i^hich  it  is  desired  to  use  the  lahol.  Approximate 
percentages  m?y  he  given  in  cases  where  the  percentages  of  ingredients 
may  vary  from  time  to  time,  if  the  limits  of  variations  arc  stated. 

(f)  Use  of  approved  lahels.    Approved  trade  lahols  shall  he 
used  only  on  products  for  v;hich  they  are  approved.    They  shall  not 
ho  applied  to  any  products  the  container  of  v;hich  hears  any  state- 
ment th?t  is  false'  or  misleading. 

(g)  Lrhels  in  foreign  languages.    Approved  trade  lahcls  to  he 
affixed  to  packo-ges  of  any  products  for  foreign  comiiierce  may  he  printed 
in  a  foreign  langur>^e»    The  inspection  mark  shall  appear  thereon  in 
English,  hut,  in  addition,  may  appear,  literally  translated,  in  foreign 
languages. 

Licensed  Inspectors 

56.48  Who  may  he  licensed.    Persons  shov/ing  proper  qun,lifica- 
tions  m.ay  he  licensed  hy  the  Secretary  as  inspectors  o.f  products  which 
may  he  inspected  under  this  Act,  Provided  That  only  qu  lified  veteri- 
narians may  make  inspections  involving  evisccrrtion  of  dressed  poultry 
and  dressed  dor.estic  rahhits  and  cdiTole  products  thereof  for  condition 
and  v/holcsonencss.    All  such  licenses  shall  he  countersi'^-ncd  hy  the 
specialist  in  ch.arge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  in 
the  Service,   or  the  specialist  in  poultry  and  domestic  rahtit  inspection 
in  that  Division,  or  hy  the  supervising  inspector  under  whose  directioia 
the  licenBce  is  to  make  inspections. 

56.49  Suspension  of  licenses.    Any  such  license  ;'.iay  he  suspend- 
ed, pending  final  action  hy  the  Secretary,  hy  an  official  hy  v/hom  it 
may  he  countersigned  or  hy  the  Chief  of  Service  v/henever  such  official 
shall  deem  such  action  to  he  for  the  good  of  the  service.  Within 
seven  days  o.fter  such  suspension  the  licensee  nay  file  an  appeal  in 
vrriting  to  the  Secretary,   supported  hy  any  arguaent  or  evidence  thr.t  he 
may  v;ish  to  offer  in  his  hehalf. 
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Charges  for  Inspection  Service 

56.50  Fees  and  expenses  -  (r.)    Basis  for  charges.    Fees  to  he 
collected  for  inspection  services  shall  he  hased  upon  the  tir.ie  re- 
quired to  render  the  services,  includinf:  the  time  required  for  travel 
of  inspector  in  connection  therewith,  at  the  rate  of  $S  per  hour  for 
each  inspector  for  the  time  actually  rccjuired,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided hy  special  agreement  with  the  applicant  approved  hy  the  Borvico. 

(h)     Inspectors  employed  or  licensed  hy  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Charges  for  services  hy  employees  of  the  Department  and  hy  inspectors 
licensed  hy  the  Secretary  shall  ho  at  rates  estahlished  herein,  or  those 
provided  in  the  terms  of  his  contract  of  enplo;^/mcnt . 

(c)  Under  cooperative  agreement .     Charges  for  inspection 
under  cooperative  agreejnents  shall  he  those  provided  for  hy  such  agree- 
ments. 

(d)  For  appeal  inspection.    Fees  for  appeal  inspections  shall 
he  dov>.hle  those  for  original  inspections,   except  that  no  fee  will  he 
charged  when  it  is  found  that  there  iiras  a  material  error  in  the  deter- 
mination hased  upon  the  orirdnal  inspection,  and  except  that  a.ppeal 
grading  for  Federal  G-cvernncnt  agencies  shall  he  at  actual  cost. 

(e)  Traveling  expenses.     Su.ch  further  charges  na.y  he  ma.de  for 
traveling  e:cpenses  and  other  items  paid  or  incurred  hy  the  Service 

in  connection  with  an  inspection  made  at  a  place  v/here  no  inspector 
is  located,  or  appeal  inspection  where  the  services  of  a  second  in- 
spector are  required,     as  will  reimhurse  the  Service.    These  charges 
shall  he  included  v;ith  the  fee  for  inspection  on  the  hill  furnished  the 
r-pplicc-n.t . 

(f)  For  copies  of  inspection  certificates.    For  not  to  exceed 
three  extra  copies  of  a  certificate  to  any  person  financially  interest- 
ed in  a  product  involved,  the  fee  shall  he  $1. 

56.51  How  fees  shall  he  paid.    Fees  shall  he  paid  hy  the 
applicant  in  accordance  with  the  directions  on  the  fee  hill  furnished' 
him  hy  the  inspector,  and  in  advance  if  required  hy  the  inspector. 

56.52  Disposition  of  fees,  (a)  Fees  for  inspections  made  hy 
salaried  inspectors  acting  exclusively  for  the  Service  shall  ho 
promptly  rcm.itted  to  the  Service. 

(h)  Fees  for  inspections  made  hy  a  licensed  inspector  acting 
exclusively  for  the  Service,  less  the  percentage  thereof  v/hich  he 
is  allov/ed  hy  the  terms  of  his  contract  of  employment  as  compensation 
for  his  services,  shall  he  remitted  to  the  Service. 

(c)    Fees  for  inspections  made  hy  an  inspector  acting  under  a 
cooperative  agreement  v;ith  a  State  or  other  organization  shall  he  dis- 
posed of  in  accordance  with  the  terns  of  such  agreement.     Such  portion 
of  the  fees  collected  under  a  cooperative  agreement  as  may  he  due  the 
United  States  shall  he  remitted  to  the  Service. 


Mi  scellaneous 


56.53  Fraud  or  misrepresentation.    Any  v;ilful  misrepresenta- 
tion or  any  decoptivc  or  fraudulent  practice  made  or  com.-iitted  "by 
any  person  in  connection  v;ith  the  mruking  or  filing  of  an  ppj)lication; 
the  use  of  an  inspection  or  appca.l  inspection  certificate  issued  under 
the  rc;5ulations  in  this  part,  or  the  use  of  any  official  stamp,  tag, 
seal,  mark,  or  approved  la.hel,  or  any  v.'ilful  violation  of  the  regula- 
tions in  this  part  or  of  the  supplementary  rules  t^nd  instructions 
issued  "by  the  Chief  of  Service,  nay  he  deemed  sufficient  ca.usc  for 
dcharring  such  persons  from  any  ocncfits  of  the  Act. 

56.54  Puhlicati'-^n.    Puhlication  under  the  Act  rnd  the  rcgula.- 
tions  in  this  part  shall  Do  nade  in  service  "-nd  rejulatcry  announce- 
ments of  the  Service  and  s\.ich  other  media  as  the  Chief  of  Service  may 
from  time  to  time  desi.'i^natc  for  the  purpose. 

56.55  Political  a.ctivity.    All  inspectors  r.uthorized,  cither 
hy  appointment  or  license  from  the  Secretary,  to  issue  inspection 
certificates  under  the  Act  and  the  reg^alations  in  this  part  are 
forhidden,  during  the  period  of  their  axopointmont  or  license,   to  tako 
an  active  part  in  political  management  or  in  political  campaigns. 
Political  activity  in  city,   county.  State,   or  national  elections, 
whether  primary  or  regular,  or  in  hchalf  of  any  joarty  or  candidate, 
or  aivj  measure  to  he  voted  up^n,  is  prohihited.    This  applies  to  all 
appointees,  including  temporary  and  cooperative  emplo;/ecs,  o,nd  er.- 
loloyeos  on  leave  of  ahscnco  with  or  vdthout  pay»    Wilful  violation 

of  this  section  will  constitute  gro'cmds  for  dismissal  in  the  case  of 
apioointeos,  end  rcvocrtion  of  licenses  in  the  case  of  licensees. 

56.55    Identification.    All  inspectors  shall  have  in  their 
poEsessirn  rt  all  ti;-es  Department  idcntif  icati  :>n  cards,  and  shall 
identify  thcmsclvos  l:y  such  cards  on  request.
